Police said Ross and Bender were ac- 
quainted, but the full scope of their 
relationship is still being investigated 
along with the motive for this incident. An 
anonymous telephone tip aided the police 
in finding the box

African-American communities 
throughout the United States have heard 
Minister Louis Farrakhan’s call to march 
on Washington, 0.C. This event is going 
tobe one of the biggest political activities

Another officer handcuffed him 
according to Moss, he put the 
handcuffs so tight It stopped Little's 
circulation. Then, Moss said, an 
officer “almost picked hin off the 
grand and almost ran with him, and 
Slammed him on the head of the 
police vehicle.” 

Although officer Little continued 
to attempt to tell the officers that he 
was a fellow officer, his pleas went 
unheeded 

According to Moss, he was 
slammed “five to six times" on the 
hood of the police cruiser. Moss 
said that Little told him that, while 
on the cruiser, two of the officers 
elbowed him in the side. Little 
received cuts and bruises on his 
face; a swollen knee; and damage 
to his wrist 


Although the officers apparently 
refused to hear Little, one of the 
officers recognized him. Officers 
searched the van, and found his 
service revolver. At that point, an 


‘officer said, "Uh-huh, we got him 


now," Moss charged 

After one of the officers told him 
that Little was, in tact, a fellow 
police officer, Moss Cherped.iet 
the officers huddled together, a 
called for a sergeant. And ser- 
geant Brooke Wilson told Little he 
was under arrest for drunk driving, 

Moss charged that Little -- who 
had admitted to having had a 
couple of beers -- had passed a 
field sobriety test; he was later 
given a breathalyzer test, which 
tested 096 -- under the legal limit 
for sobriety. 


But when he refused a urine 
test, he was arrested anyway. And 
he was refused requests for treat- 
ment at a hospital.

Despite the breathalyzer test, 
Little was charged with OMVI and 
carrying a firearm under disability, 
meaning that he was drunk, But 
Moss disputes the charges. 

First, Moss said it is legal for an 
officer to carry his revolver, “An 
officer can carry his revolver 24 
hours a day,” Moss asserted. 

“Many officers store their 
weapon in the trunk of their car, or 
under their seat, or in their glove 


compartment. Alot of officers don't ~ 


like to have their firearm in their 
house.” 


And Moss alsocharged that the 
arrest was unconstitutional. Ac- 
cording to Moss, the police knew 
who the suspect was about whom 
the radio room sent the message -- 
and they knew it was not Little.

2-1 majority in the Fifth District Court of Ap 
peals has upheld Ohio's current system of 
lunding primary-and secondary education, and 
Gov. George Voindvich is pleased 
But the decision will undoubtedly go all the way to 
Qhio's Supreme Court. And the decision does not 
mean that the continuing, festering problem of inade- 
quate and unfair school financing will go away 
The district court of appeals overturned the decision 
of Perry County Common Pleas Court Judge Linton 
Lewis that Ohio's current system of funding primary and 
sacondary education violated the Ohio constitution’s 
requirement of a “thorough and efficient” system of 
education for all Ohio's children, Lewis had said that 
huge disparities in the amount of funds available to the 
school children in the state's districts spending 
ranged from aboul $3500 per pupil to more than 
$11,000 -- needed to be more equalized in order to 
guarantee each child the constitutional protection 
But the district court, in alook backward, simply said, 
in effect, that a previous ruling by the Ohio Supreme 
Court -- that upheld the constitutionality of the state's 
previous funding strategy -- was binding on Lewis 
court, and that the current system is much fairer than 
when the court had ruled before 
Certainly the governor and the legislative leaders 
are pleased by the ruling: it will not require them to 
dramatically rewrite the state's funding structure 
But it does nothing to undo the massive disparities 
that continue to exist between the resources available 


he Central Ohio Transit Authority, after having 
announced recently that it would be asking the 
voters of Franklin County for a 5 percent sales 
tax recently, kicked off its campaign by explaining how 
the dollars would be spent. And that explanation 
demonstrates the crying need for an exoansion of bus 
service -- not only in the suburban communities, which 
have been one of the major targets of the drive, but in 
the inner city as well 
As Glenna Watson, COTA general manager, noted 
ata press conference, COTA service has shrunk at the 
most inopportune time: as Franklin County has grown 
In 10 years, number of customers dropped by one-third, 
even as the county was continuing to grow in popula- 
tion, Part of the reason for the drop has to be that the 
county is-expanding outward: much of the county's 
pdpulation growth has been in suburban areas which 
are not well-served by COTA 
At the same time, COTA’s hub structure -- that 
individual bus routes generally come through the 
downtown -- is an outmoded strategy for servicing the 
Franklin County community, as riders seeking employ 
ment, entertainment, and other resources are increas 
ingly bypassing the downtown as these services are 
being located in the suburban communities, especially 
around the outerbelt. In a bid to increase its ridership 
add make it more relevant to suburbanites who must 
support the COTA sales tax, COTA has promised to 
expand suburb-to-suburb service, thus making it pos- 
sible for suburbanites to travel to other suburbs without 
linking up through downtown 
We agree with this strategy. Al the same lime, we 
ate pleased that there is a recognition by COTA that 
the needs of low-income residents in the inner city are 
also not well-served by the current service -- and that 
there remain certain areas of the city itself, such as

Because, tike it or not, while there is not a perfect 
correlation between outcomes and spending, there is

all-day kindergarten costs money. Efforts to modernize 
the classroom by increasing students’ computer 
literacy cost money.

Improving the 
quality of books that students learn from costs money. 
And making sure that the learning environment is safe 
and clean costs money. And in today’s marketplace 
some students start out far behind others simply by

A"thorough and efficient" system of education does 
not penalize children by hundreds (or thousands) of 
dollars siniply because they live in the wrong block. But 
Ohio's system of education continues to do so. And it 
will take money -- by most accounts, at least $1 billion 
more per year -- to improve the inequities, if not to 
eliminate them 

That will not go away, despite the court's decision 
And it must be addressed, despite the court's decision

COTA’s need for growth 


Columbus’ northeast side, that do not have affective 
bus service 

For suburbanites, improved bus service ts rarely a 
necessity” most residents of the suburbs have the 
financial resources to own reliable transportation to get 
them to and {rom their jobs. The bus service is attempt 
ing to become competitive with the private car, to the 
benefit of the entire community -- including those who 
continue to drive, as a fully-loaded bus replaces more 
than 40 individual automobiles on our highways 

At the same time, for many poor Columbus resi 
dents, reliable and efficient bus service is an absolute 
necessily in a time when job opportunities are increas- 
ingly located on the outerbelt, Those poor Columbus 
residents are often caught in a vicious cycle -- in which 
they are too poor to own reliable transportation to get 
to a paying job on the outerbelt, and thus cannot gain 
(or keep) the employment which would ultimately allow 
them to afford reliable transportation 

COTA's expansion must break that cycle, since it 1s 
being coordinated with the needs of major employers 
in the Colurnbus area, and is designed (at least in part) 
to complement the economic development activities 
thal are going on throughout the county. 

The Columbus metropolitan area is in the midst of a 
economic boom which could provide unparalleled 
levels of prosperity within this region, and which could 
give many low-income families the first meaningful 
Opportunity to find work that can raise them out of 
poverty, But this possibility will not become a reality 
unless these low-income families can obtain safe, af- 
fordable, reliable and efficient transportation which 
links them to the available opportunities.” GOTA's ser- 
vice plan is a mayor step in the right direction, in meeting 
a need for low-income families -- and the entire Colum- 
bus region 


Police and POER: still at war 


he recent arrest of police officer Jonathan Little 
-- and the allegation that several white police 
officers had beaten the Black officer when they 
arrested him -- served as a reminder of the continuing 
war between Columbus’ Black police officers and its 
white officers 
Little, an 11-year veteran of the Columbus Police 
Department, was arrested Sept, 1 while driving on 
Taylor Ave. He has said that eight officers, who were 
responding to the call that a suspect driving a red van 
was waving a gun, physically assaulted him by bashing 
hib head on the police cruiser several times. Then -- 
déspite the fact that he passed a field sobriety test and 
a breathalyzer test -- they arrested him for OMVI ; 
Little has been an exemplary officer; even the head 
of the FOP, Mike Tanner, has said that such actions 
would have been “out of character" for him 
But the Police Officers for Equal Rights, who are 
representing the Black officers, are saying that such 
behavior is not out of character for the Columbus 
Division of police. Frey charge that, once the police 


found themselves beating a fellow officer, the police | 


hierarchy -- including a sergeant who was dispatched 
to the scene and a lieutenant - had to begin the 
pfocess of an arrest action which would justify the 
officers’ behavior -- a pattern that is, sadly, familiar to 
many Blacks in the world of Black community/police 
relations. POER is also charging thal Little has been 
forced, by circumstance, to represent many Black 
Columbusites, especially Black males, who are 
stopped by Columbus police all the time, They say that 
this represents a pattern of behavior thal is unaccep- 
table -- and is dangerous to the public. 


They urge thal Chief of Police James Jackson take 
the eight officers off the street while the case is under 
investigation 

One of the television stations identified a witness to 
the police behavior, who corroborates Little's story of 
his mistreatment at the hands of the police. But the 
witness has expressed the fear of being publicly iden- 
tified -- possibly because Ne is fearful of police retribu- 
tion 

Thus far, there are a number of questions which 
must be answered. Why would a citizen be charged 
with OMVI when, by all accounts, he tested under the 
legal limit? Why would the potice apparently ram the 
head of an officer into the police cruiser several times 
~- especially after he has identified himself as a police 
officer? 

And, given the seriousness of these charges, why 
are these officers continuing to "protect and serve" in 
the Black community? 

The nature of the behavior directed against Little 
reflects a concern that is widespread in the Black 
community: that white police officers often are abysive 
and cruel to Blacks they are being paid to serve. ita 
Black officer is treated like this, then what should the 
Black public expect? 

The case is being investigated by the Internal Affairs 
unit. We would hope that there Is a-full and fair inves- 
tigation -- and not a coverup or whitewash, Obviously, 
the Black community is going to be watching very 
carefully to see whether the Columbus Division of 
Police can investigate what has been termed as 
wrongdoing by white police officers against one of their 
own. If they cannot investigate and discipline that, how 
much of a chance does the rest of the Black community 
have? »

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For the past 30 years -- since 
Goldwaters disastrous 1964 defeat 
turned into Nixon's victory through the 
use of South Carolinian Harry Dent's 
‘southern strategy” -- Republicans as 4 
party have been "wedgies' 

Their leading theorists have 
focused on "wedge" issues, designed 
to act as a wedge usually does -- split 
ting parts of a united front by introduc- 
ing division between the parts: The 
major “wedge” issue that the” 
Republicans have used over the years has been race 
with several national leaders taking a hard-line stand on 
affirmative action", ‘quotas’, "set-asides", and other code 
words’ in the racial lexicon that have appealed to white 
union and working-class voters that would otherwise vote 
Democratic 

In1980, the "wedge" factor was seen.in the election of 
Ronald Reagan: while’the Republican received the en- 
dorsements of only two unions, he got major support from 
their line membership as he railed about 'states' rights” in 
Philadelphia, Miss, -- where three civil rights workers had 
been slain 16 years before 

In 1988, the snarling, scraggly visage of Willie Horton 
- a murderer and rapist that Mike Dukakis’ administration 
in Massachusetts had furloughed -- became the key to a 
turnaround from a 17-point Dukakis lead to a 12-point 
Bush victory. 

In 1990, it was Jesse Helms’ "white hands” advertise- 
ment -- in which a while man receives a pink slip because 
of affirmative action -- that turned the tide against Black 
senatorial candidate Harvey Gantt, and gave Helms a 
narrow victory in North Carolina, It was a victory that 
occurred despite the fact that surveys showed a number 
of Helms’ voters generally agreed with Gantt’s stands 
but they could not overcome the racial bugaboo that 
Helms had painted in the campaign : 

in the 1992 campaign. some Republican theonsts 
arqued that Bush lost precisely because of one states 
manlike thing he did in 1991 - craft a compromise on a 
civil rights bill that was designed to restore protections 
severely curtailed in a series of 1989 Supreme Court 
decisions 

So, itis not surprising that affirmative action is shaping 
up a5 a major issue (if not the major issue) in the upcoming 
1996 presidential campaign 

Certain Republicans have argued for years that the 
party's unyielding stand against affirmative action 
remedies, would play well with white voters -- Including 
many lower'and middle-class white voters who, turned off 
by what has been perceived as the “country-club" 
Republican image -- might otherwise vote for Democratic 
candidates 

But what has made the Republican campaign most 
interesting as it prepares to enter into 1996 is who is 
playing the "wedgie" game, Some Of the candidates who, 
among the Republicans, have had the strongest reputa- 
tions as moderates and strong civil rights advocates have 
now decided that the course to the white house leads 
directly through the briar patch of affirmative action 

While in Ohio recently speaking to a conference of 
Republican party officials and workers, Pete Wilson did 
not disappoint in his denunciation of all affirmative action 
remedies and programs. “Special preferences under- 
mine the basic American belief that anyone who works 
hard and plays by the rules will succeed based on in- 
dividual merit and determination;” Wilson told the crowd 
at Deer Creek 

Indeed, Wilson's pitch was, in part, that he was the only 
Republican candidate in the race who had actually dis- 
mantied affirmative action programs instead of merely 
talking about it. And that action was swift and sure: within 
eight months after the November, 1994 elections - in 
which the votes of "angry white men" were viewed as the 
key to Republican ascendancy -- Wilson had dismantled 
every affirmative action program he could

it represented in his previous thinking. For even during 
his 1994 Te-election campaign, he continued to defend 
affirmative action -- as he had done since the days, when 
he was mayor of San Diego, that he became known as a 
strong advocate for affirmative action programs 

How did he defend his shift? Basically, by saying that, 
20 years before, he was suffering from white guilt, But 
that was no more. “I felt ashamed at the history in this 
nation of oppression of African-Americans," Wilscn said 
ina press conference after his appearance, explaining his 
previous views on affirmative action, But now, he argued 
that tepid affirmative action -- which involved bringing in 
qualified minorities to let them know about opportunities 
-- had changed 

‘What developed were de facto goals, which | never 
supported," Wilson said 

That statement was, essentially, untrue -- according to 
an op-ed piece, appearing in the New York Times, by a 
former EEO official in San Diego. The official said that 
Wilson had made it perfectly clear that goals must be 
measurable and meaningful in order to be effective 

But what is more important is that such a shift is not 
unusual in the Republican campaign. Senator Bob Dole 
has made a similar shift: in 1991, he helped draft the civil 
rights Compromise thal President Bush signed, ‘and he 
has long been known as an advocate for civil nghts: his 
wite, Elizabeth, headed the “Glass Ceiling Commission" 
which investigated the inability of women and minonties 
to penetrate the highest reaches of the corporate leader- 
ship 

-Now, Dole is pressing a federal measure which would 
do nationally what Pete Wilson did in California -- elimina- 
tion of all federal affirmative action programs, including 
the enforcement powers of the Office of Federal Contract 
Compliance Programs, which ensures that federal con- 
tractors do not discriminate on the basis of race, ethnicity 
or gender. 

"| have supported affirmative action in the past. That's 
no secret," Dole said in a press statement released after 
he was attacked for changing his position on civil rights. 

But he simply stated that he was not “disqualified” from 
reviewing affirmative action programs today because of 
his past support. And he gave the standard line that 
conservative Republicans seem to be using today: "equal 
treatment, not preferential treatment, should be the stand- 
ard. Equal opportunity, not equal results, should be the 
goal." 

Ohio Gov. George Voinovich has expressed disap- 
pointment with Wilson for his shift on affirmative action, 
accusing him of shifting primarily for the purpose of 
presidential politics. And the governor has continued to 
support affirmative action programs, arguing that they are 
necessary because there is a continuing existence of 
discrimination 

But Wilsén and Dole obviously love the "wedgie" 
game. * In possibly the most hypocritical statement ever 
made by a politician, Dole said, “if we keep our voices low 
and our intentions good, the debate over affirmative action 
can, in fact, be an opportunity to unite the American 
people, and not to divide us." But division is what “wedge 
issues" do best. And Dole and Wilson have joined the 
growing chorus of Republican candidates who recog- 
nize that,

Eventually he would change his 
mind about the kind of work he 
wanted to do after his wife con- 
vinced him that he had a lot to offer 
young people. He was called to 
ministry and attended Mt. Vernon 
Avenue Bible College preacher pro- 
gram 

Foster got his first church in 
1984. “| felt the Lord wouldn't let me 
off the hook,” Foster said. "I dis- 
covered there were a lot of young 
people who needed direction.” In 
addition to his work with young 
people he provided service to the 
needy in society 

In 1990 he began working with 
the needy and young people on a 
more consistent basis out of his 
home. The Shepherd Nazarene 


Church donated food, clothing and . 


money to his cause. He eventually 
resigned as pastor and began work- 
ing on his outreach efforts on a full 


time basis. He formed the Fountain 
of Hope of which he is also execu 
tive director, 

Foster believes education is the 
key to reaching young people 
"Education is our greatest tool," he 
explains to his young people. “You 
need to stay in school and get an 
education. Work hard. Realize you 
are in America and you will get 
paid." 

He always explains to young 
people that he is an example of 
what education can do for a person. 
“I'm an example. | dropped out of 
school in the eighth grade and 
started back at age 40 with no for- 
mal education," he states 

"We have to do what we:can to 
save thesekids,” Foster says. He 
said he is nol on a "band wagon," 
but is really serious about reaching 
and helping young people. 

Being a minister Foster realizes 
God rewards and judges what 
people do as human being. "We live 
ina hostile and made world. People 
are looking for someone," he 
stated 

The mission of Fountain of 
Hope, Inc. is to understand and util- 
ize any available positive programs 
and resources that will assist 
people in need.

J. is guilty and-that the prosecu- 
nm does not have to prove their 
se to the jury. Without hearing all 

the evidence there is a strong 
ntiment in the white community 
at a criminal is guilty-even if he is 
und not guilty. 

Race has been and continues to 
a defining and dividing line in 
nerica. Ask Black Americans how 
éy feel about Cal Ripken and 
any will tell you that they are indif- 
rent. It is difficult for many Blacks 

forget the treatment of Hank 
aron. Hank Aaron broke Babe 
uth's record for the most home 
ns. It could be argued that Aaron's 
scomplishments greatly exceeded 
at of Ripken. Ripken showed up 
r work every day.

asked. He told me that his kids 
would dump him in a heart beat for 
either Jordan or Jackson. Itis more 
than the personality of the individual 
that determines whether America 
will embrace a person's ac- 
complishments. He went on to say 
what is the big deal. If O.J. wasn't 
SO popular and rich; the trial would 
have been over and few would con- 
cern themselves with any of this 
garbage 

“While we are on the subject, 
don't you think Black people are 
better off being in America than any 
part of Africa, Bosnia or for that 
matter, any- country in the world? 
Maybe, you should just thank us 
white people. In the long run Black 
people are better off having been 
brought to America. Tell me of one 
country that Blacks have it better 
than they do in America." 

He went on, "the world is full of 
evil, There are more people in this 


world who are ignorant than intel- 
ligent. Look at the religious wars. 


* Those senseless killings make me 


sick. If it is not one group of people 
it is another. The Blacks, Jews and 
women are the people the world 
has chosen to persecute. If these 
groups didn’t fit the bill the world 
would find some other charac- 
teristic to discriminate against." 

Listening to my colleague made 
me wonder whether others felt the 
same way. Many people | spoke 
with held similar beliefs. The 
general consensus is that we have 
to do more about crime. People see 
race associated with crime and not 
economics. People want to see 
more jails built and have forgotten 
about investing our educational 
systems 

Many whites believe O.J. is not 
relevant to the overall issue of the 
progress of Blacks. Mark Fuhrman, 
many believe is not typical of police 
conduct, in this country. Crime is 
more of a problem in the poorer 
sections of our cities. Blacks are 
adversely impacted by crime 
Therefore, many conclude that 
Blacks should be willing to work 
with the police in getting the criminal 
elements out of the central city. 
After all, statistics will tell us that 
Black people do ten times the harm 
to Black people than any ten police 
departments. But no one in the 
Black community has declared war 
on the criminal element. My friend 
said that when Black people get 
their priorities right he will start lis- 
tening to the concerns of Black 
people rather than their emotional 
outbursts. "It has been two hundred 
years since ‘slavery. Why don't 
Black people get on with it,” he 
schleamed

In 1945, when Ebony published its first issue, 
Blacks were barred from the mainstream of the fashion 
industry and there were no major Black models or 
clothing designers. Cosmetics and advertisements 
were geared to white complexions, and, consequently, 
Black women almost never saw themselves reflected 
in marketing campaigns for beauty products. 

From the beginning, Ebony was a champion of 
Black beauty, leading the fight for national recognition 
of Black models and the use of Blacks in advertise- 
ments and the media in general. In his autobiography, 
Succeeding Against the Odds, Publisher John H. 
Johnson says: "We were fascinated from the begin- 
ning by the different hues (smoke, cinnamon, choco- 
late, cream, golden, pecan, coffee] in the Black 
rainbow and we were astonished by the ‘inability of 
white Americans to appreciate that beauty. We didn't 
apologize for it - it was part of our mission, as we noted 
in-our July 1946 issue." 

Throughout 50 years of publishing, Ebony has 
demonstrated its commitment to that mission. The 
magazine's early issues featured fashionable Black 
women such as Lena Horne, Katherine Dunham, 
Dorothy Dandrige, Marian Anderson and Etta Moten 
Barnett. 

The National Association of Fashion and Accessory 
Designers was organized in 1950 under the sponsor- 
ship of the National Council of Negro Women as a 
professional organization for the growing number of

Black women in the fashion industry. A 1953 Ebony 
issue featured an article on “The Ten Best Dressed 
Negro Women in America" as designated by the 
Association's members. The prestigious list included 
Black entertainers as well as professional women and 
socialites, such as a Washington attorney, a Spelman 
College professor, and the wife of a prominent New 
York businessman. 

In the article, best-dressed subject Etta Moten Bar- 
nett confided that she had a small wardrobe with an 
abundance of shoes and other accessories. “Nothing 
makes me feel as well-dressed as a good-looking suit 
and accessories to match," she said. On the other 
hand, Marian Anderson said she disliked fussy 
clothes, but realized the importance of dressing attrac- 
tively for her concert performances. She even carried 
a sewing machine with her during her extensive 
travels. 

Black seamstress Anne Lowe designed Jacqueline 
Bouvier's bridal gown for her 1953 wedding to John F. 


Kennedy. Lowe, who died in 1981 at age 82, was a. 


favored dressmaker for wealthy socialites, including 
the Rockefellers, the Posts, the Biddles and the Du- 
Ponts. 

In'1954, Ebony featured a story on the National 
Urban League Guild's Beaux Arts Ball held at the 
Savoy Ballroom in Harlem. Described as Negro 
society's biggest, gayest, most cosmopolitan and 
glamorous social event of the year," it was attended 
by 3,500 elaborate costumed celebrants of all walks 
of life, both Black and white. 

In the ‘50s, only a handful of Black models were 
able to find work, mostly Black publications such as 
Ebony. Among the pioneering Black models were Sara 
Lou Harris, who was the first Black model to appear in 
national advertisements and who won praise in 
Europe; and Dorothea Towles, who became the first 
Black model to work for top designers in Paris. 

In the late 1950s, the Ebony Fashion Fair show was 
launched with Freda DeKnight as director, and the 
traveling extravaganza quickly emerged as a major 
force in the fashion industry. Producer-director Eunice 
W. Johnson, who began producing the fashion show 
in 1963, personally visited - and still does - the 
showrooms of the world's premier fashion houses to 
select creations from the most prestigious designers 
who refused to sell their garments to the company. 
Regardiess, the director persisted, and the show is 
now well-known and respected throughout fashion 
circles in Europe and the United States. 

With its beautiful bronze complexioned models, the 
Ebony Fashion Fair advanced the concept that Black 
women can wear brilliant hues, including reds, yellows 
and purples, colors that once were shunned by Black 
women. The show, which will celebrate its 38th year 
this fall, annually attracts more than 300,000 viewers. 
It has raised more than $41 million for various 
charities. 

Over the years, it has featured the works of noted 
Black designers, including the late Patrick Kelly:and 
Willi Smith, both of whom received international ac- 
claim for their creations. The careers of a number of 
famous models and actors also were launched in the 
couse of Ebony and on the stage of the Ebony 

fashion Fair. Among them are Diahann Carroll, Pat 
Cleveland and Richard Roundtree, 

In the '60s as the Civil Rights Movement gained 
momentum, New York's Madison Avenue, the nation's 
fashion center, gave in to pressure to use brown- 
skinned models with ethnic features. Veteran Black 
model agencies to thrive, and white agencies 
started catering to Black models. Even mannequins 
with African-American features began to appear in the 
store windows along Madison Avenue and around the 


country. ‘ 

The nation’s corporations were encouraged 
by the New York City labor department, with support 
from the American jation of Advertising Agen- 
cies, to run print and broadcast ads featuring “in-

beautiful in bright, bold colors. 


tegrated" models. A 1968 print ad for a clothing com- 
pany featured a white female and Black male model, 
one of the first to so integrates its national ad cam- 
paign. 

In the ‘60s, Ebony showcased beautiful Black 
models who sported the newest fashion craze, the 
Afro hairdo, which symbolized the “Black is Beautiful" 
revolution that was sweeping the nation. One of the 
most popular Ebony Fashion Fair models during that 
era was Terri Springer Walker, who was among the 
first to demonstrate on a broad scale that ebony-com- 
plexioned women could look vibrantly beautiful in 
bright, bold.colors, 

Throughout this pivotal decade, Ebony published 
regular and frequent articles that informed our readers 
about the latest trends, not only in women's fashions, 
but also in hairstyles, hats and other accessories. The 
most contemporary swimsuits were featured as early 
as January 1960, when a slim sheath suit was 
described as appearing to be “poured onto the figure" 
and "rich in long flattering lines." That same year, there 
were features on "dazzling chokers" that gave an 
elegant look, Easter fashions for little girls, “smart 
styles” for travel, and satin and sequinned evening 
gowns. There were also articles that focused on 
sportswear from Hawaii, fake furs for fall, fashions with 
an Oriental flair, back-to-school attire, sew-your-own 
suede ensembles, and bridal fashions. 

An October 1960 men's fashion article featured 
wool, checked, three-but-ton sport coats with narrow 
lapels that were worn with string ties. In April 1962 it 
was proclaimed in the article, “Light and Bright For 
Spring and Summer,” that the “new frontier” in men's

fashions featured the comeback of striped and two- 
button suits. 


readers informed about beautiful Black women who 
were breaking barriers in the worid of beauty 
pageants. In 1960, Corrine Huff, Miss Ohio, was a 
finalist in the Miss USA competition, which qualified 
her for the Miss Universe Pageant. Dorothy L. 
Johnson, Miss Idaho 1964, was one of 15 runners-up 
in the Miss USA competition. Also participating that 
year was a contestant from Nigeria and three Black 
women from the Caribbean. in later years, Ebony gave 
extensive coverage to the Black women who have 
been crowned Miss America, starting with Vanessa 
Williams, who in 1983 became the first Black woman 
to wear the coveted tiara

complemented the skintones of 
Black women. The idea for the line 
was conceived by Eunice W 
Johnson, wife of Publisher John H 
Johnson, when the Ebony Fashion 
Fair models were unable to find 
cosmetics that matched their 
deeper skin tones. Once. the cos 
metics line was developed, it 
steadily moved to fill that void 
Fashion Fair Cosmetics, which first 
appeared in department stores in 
1973, now has more than 300 
products, including a fragance-free 
line. It has expanded to more than 
2,000 stores in the U.S., and is also 
available in Great Britain, France 
and at stores and military post ex- 
changes around the world including 
the Caribbean, Africa and Canada 

Gradually, the doors of the 
fashion industry were opened to 
African-American women and the 
stage was set for the emergence of 
popular Black models of the '70s, 
such as Naomi Sims, Pat 
Cleveland, Iman, Bethann Har- 
dison, and Beverly Johnson. In 
1974, Johnson became the first 
Black model to grace the cover of 
vogue magazine. Overall, she has 
appeared on more than 500 
magazine covers 

During the '80s, Ebony con- 
tinued to showcase the most 
glamorous fashions from European 
and American designers, including 
the latest in swimwear and casual 
attire. There were features on sen- 
sational and daring beach wear, 


classy lingerie, sassy and colorful 
French ready-to-wear, creations 
from the masters of haute couture, 
dramatic wedding gowns and the 
works of Black designers. 

It was also during that decade 
that Black models began showing 
up on European and American run- 
ways and in the pages and on the 
covers of fashion magazines in sig- 
nificantly greater numbers. It was 
as though the world finally realized 
what Ebony had been saying all 
along: that Black women with their 
full luscious lips and glowing 
bronze cdmplexions represent the 
epitome of beauty, - 

Today, strikingly beautiful Black 
women such.as Naomi Campbell, 
Tyra Banks and Beverly Peele rule 
the runways and are seen 
repeatedly on the pages and 
covers of the world’s top fashion 
magazines. They command fees 
of up to $15,000 a day for their 
exotic looks. And both Campbell 
and Banks have expanded their 
careers into films and music videos 

Throughout the ‘90s, there have 
been various indications that Black 
beauty is accepted on a much 

broader level 

White for decades they were 
caricatured in the media, the 
natural assets of Black women are 
now being recognized and glorified 
beyond the Black: community. In 
1990, for the first time ever, Black 
women simultaneously reigned as 
the country's premier beauty 
queens: Debbye Turner as Miss 
America and Carole Gist as Miss 
USA. In: articles and interviews, 
beauty experts praise the virtues of 
full, luminous lips, and scores of 
ads tout beauty products that en- 
hance this asset. 

Ironically, as Black models be- 
came more prominent and were 
elevated to the status of superstars 
on covers of major..white fashion 
magazines and in television adver- 
tisements, an increasing number of 
white women - famous and not-so- 
famous - began flocking to plastic 
surgeons to have their lips enlarged 
in an effort to emulate the big, lus- 
cious, pouty mouths that are 
nature's gift to most African- 
American women. In a 1991 Ebony 
story, a Black plastic surgeon said: 
"I'm not surprised that white women 
now want larger lips. Beauty stand- 
ards are moving more toward 
homogenous definitions. Beauty is 
not necessarily blond hair and blue 
eyes any more...This ethnicity is 
becoming the new standard of 
beduty, and Caucasians are having 
their lips enlarged, attempting to 
become more exotic, more beauti- 
ful.” 

Yes, Black beauty is en vogue 
these days, but as Ebony has con- 
sistently chronicled over the past 
50 years, Black women have al- 
ways been beautiful. However, ra- 
cial barriers on the beauty and 
fashion front persist. For despite 
their-success in achieving the 
status of supermodel, today’s Black 
fashion divas still experience subtle 
and sometimes not-so-subtle forms 
of discrimination in their glamorous 
profession. But like their role 
models before. them, they consis- 
tently prevail. And with pizzazz and 
classic style, they will continue to 
set the pace for future generations 
of beautiful Black women on 
through the next century.

A program called HomeSharing 
offers the best of both worlds -- 
independence and companionship 


HomeSharing !nc., a private, 
nonprofit organization serving 
Columbus and Franklin County, 
was formed 10 years ago. Funded 
through a variety of public and 
private sources, the program offers 

Spnerumves to the elderly, dis- 
abled and those who are in transi- 
tion, 

Through HomeSharing, a senior 
citizen or a person with a disability 
who owns or rents their own home 
is matched with someone in need of 
affordable housing. Both parties 
benetit. The senior citizen or dis- 
abled person may get assistance 
with household chores or personal 
care, and the home seeker gets a 
place to stay at a low cost. In some 
cases, the home seeker lives rent- 
free.or is paid for their services. 

The process of getting involved 
in the HomeSharing program is fair- 
ly simple. When a home seeker ex- 
presses interest in the program, a 
HomeSharing coordinator arranges 
a confidential interview. During the 


interview, the coordinator gaugés- 


the home seeker's housing needs 
and preferences. Applicants must 
frovide three references, agree to 
@ background investigation and pay 
a $10 application tee.

Harmony Ball brings young & elderly together

Senior citizens can forget what 
its like to be young. Young people 
can't understand what seniors have 
been through because they haven't 
é@xperienced the same kinds of 
things yet. Often this can led to 
difference between the two age 
groups 

Due to government regulations 
with the Disabilities Act in the past 
couple of years, conditions have 
forced the young and elderly to 
coexist in senior complexes. This 
has created problems given the dif- 
ferences of lifestyles with the two 
groups

for the home seeker, an introduc- 
tory visit is arranged at the home 
provider's residence. The coor- 
dinator is present when the two 
sides meet, get acquainted and 
decide if they want to Cohabit. if 
both the home provider and home 
seeker agree to become Home- 
Sharing partners, the coordinator 
Suggests a one- or two-week trial 
period 

If the trial live-in period goes 
smoothly, the HomeSharing 
partners are encouraged to make a 
six-month agreement that meets 
the needs of both parties. A one- 
time fee based on income is col- 
lected from both HomeSharing 
partners once the match gets un- 
derway. 

The six-month agreement is a 
guideline for the living arrange- 
ments, but isn't set in stone. "We 
can't force two consenting adults to 
sign a formal agreement. We make 
suggestions," said Holly Goldberg, 
HomeSharing executive director 

Goldberg said typical matches 
usually last 12-15 months. Several 
very successful matches have 
lasted a number of years. When 
one of the HomeSharing partners 
decides to move out or terminate 
{he_ma match for any reason, the 

omeSharing coordinator sug- 
gests giving the other party 30 days 
notice 

The HomeSharing organization 
attracts home providers and 
seekers through a "hodge-podge of 
ways," said Goldberg. The or 


"The gap is widened every day," 
said James E. Johnson, president 
of Sawyer Towers. " In our day we 
didn't live like they do." 

Seniors from the 10 seniors com- 
plexes in Columbus have decided 
to try and do something about the 
problem. They have organized a 
harmony ball which will bring youth 
and seniors from all over the city 
together to get to know one another 

“Young people and old are not 
used to one another," said Celeste 
Washington, one of the organizers 
of the Harmony Ball. " Basically 
seniors are afraid of young people.” 

Hamilton Groves, correspon- 
dent secretary, said the Harmony 
Ball is a time to “come together 
where the young and old can ex

"Quite often, one of the sides is in 
transition," said Goldberg 

A current HomeSharing home 
provider candidate is Mrs. E. (she 
wishes to protect her identity for 
privacy concerns). The senior 
citizen owns a two-story home in 
the Linden area and is looking for a 
housemate to pay $100-a-month 
rent. The home seeker wouldn't 
have any special chores beyond 
keeping their own room tidy, Mrs. E 
prefers that her HomeSharing 
partner be a non-smoker and non- 
drinkér, have no pets other than a 


bathrooms. Women are preferred 
but men will be considered, Mrs. B. 
says age is unimportant as long as 
the person is responsible and ma+ 
ture. 

Dozens of senior citizens like 
Mrs. E. participate in the Home 
Sharing program for an increased 
sense of security. "She's not looking 
for someone to sit down with her 
and keep her company constantly,” 
said Goldbefg. “She's just looking 
for companionship."

The old saying, that music 
claims the savage beast may be 
true, but it will also calm and speak 
to people unlike any other form of 
expression. With the push of seduc- 
tive love songs and the hype of 
negative rap and R & B music to 
Black youth, their comes a time for 
the community to pull together and 
produce a way that will turn our 
youth from self destruction and 
back to self love and development. 

So often we see Black youth in 
our communities being portrayed

as negative, which leaves a lasting 
impression on the entire community 
that doesn't do much justice to the 
youth. But in reality most of our 
youth are doing pretty well and 
those youth who are involved in 
negative activities used to be posi- 
tive. 

This may prove that there needs 
to be preventative measures taken 
to ensure the productive future of 
Black youth. There needs to be 
positive activities and programs 
that allow for them to openly ex- 
press themselves. 


Young People In Action, a local 
Black youth leadership program is 
attempting to do just that. They plan 
to organize a city wide choir that will 
allow for Black youth to express 
themselves through positive music. 

"For the past 11 years we have 
been dreaming about organizing a 
choir, but it takes dedication and 
hard work.

Before leaving home, students 
should go to their local post office 
and complete an official change of 
address form. The complete ad- 
dress where students will be resid- 
ing on or near campus should be 
used.

Always use and en- 
courage others to use the street 
address, apariment or room num- 
ber, city, state and compete zip 
code 


Students returning home next 
summer, should indicate on the
